Tenders for equipment with which to 
reconstruct the city telephone system are 
to be put before the council at the next 
meeting. Apparently the intention is to 
spend about $700,000 in partially modern- 
izing the plant, in face of the demand of 
the Provincial Government for a connect- 
ing fee and the legal provision that the sys- 
tem may be taken over if that demand is 
not complied with. And if recent reports 
by telephone experts are correct, the $700,- 
000 will only go about three-quarters the 
way to provide a thoroughly up-to-date 
system, 

Is it good business to sink this addi- 
tional capital in an obsolete enterprise 
when the Government is thus threatening 
to expropriate the profits of the system 
through a connecting fee, and threatening 
to take possession of the system if the fee 
is not forthcoming? the Government 
is going to annex the profits or the plant, 
the Government should be left to find the 
money to rebuild the plant. Edmonton has 
plenty of use for all the money it has or 
can borrow without building telephone sys- 
tems for the province. There should be no 
expenditure on reconstruction until it is 
found out whether the system is to belong 
to the city, or to the Government—in 
name or in fact.
